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Writer Says Soviet Dissidents Kept 
Forcibly inMental Homes, Asks Help

A prominent Russian dissi¬ 
dent has asked Western psy¬ 
chiatric organizations to inter¬ 
vene on behalf of former Maj. 
Gen. Pyotr Grigorenko and 
other Soviet political dissi¬ 
dents who are forcibly kept in 
mental institutions. 

He urged Western psychia¬ 
trists to place the issue of 
compulsory internment in 
mental hospitals on the 
agenda of the next interna¬ 
tional congress of psychia¬ 
trists, saying, “For a healthy 
person there is no fate more 
terrible than indefinite intern¬ 
ment in.a psychiatric hospital” 

The appeal, accompanied by 
what was described as “exact 
copies of the diagnoses of the 
forensic-psychiatric teams” 
which examined Grigorenko 
and other dissidents, was writ¬ 
ten by Vladimir Bukovsky, a 
prominent Moscow dissident 
who was arrested Monday 
night. 

Bukovsky’s letter, dated Jan. 
28, reached the West only re¬ 
cently. 

Vancouver Meeting 

The executive committee of 
the British Columbia Section 
of Psychiatry meeting at Van¬ 
couver, unanimously adopted 
a resolution urging the Cana¬ 
dian Medical Association to 
take “immediate and forceful 
action through appropriate 
world medical bodies ... to 
bring about an end to this 
unethical” activity of Soviet 
psychiatrists. 

Bukovsky said that Grigo¬ 
renko and many others, “who 
* in the opinion of their rela- 
' tives and close friends are 
menially healthy and who are 
well known for their initiative 


in defense of civil rights in 
the U.S.S.R.,” were diagnosed 
as mentally ill by Soviet ex¬ 
perts. 

Bukovsky said he was 
supplying material evidence 
for Western scientists to study 
because the decisions by So¬ 
viet psychiatrists “provoke 
many doubts.” 

“I realize that at a distance 
and without essential clinical 
information it is very difficult 
to determine the mental condi¬ 
tion of ; a person, either diag¬ 
nosing an illness or asserting 
the absence of any illness,” 
Bukovsky said. 

“Therefore I ask you to ex¬ 
press your opinion on only 
this point: do the,above men¬ 
tioned diagnoses contain 
enough scientifically based ev¬ 
idence to indicate the mental 
illnesses - described in diag¬ 
noses and to indicate the need 
for isolating these people com¬ 
pletely from the society?” 

In addition to Grigorenko, 
62, those currently held in 
mental institutions include 
poet Natalia Gorbanyevskaya,, 
31; former collective farm 
chairman Ivan Yakimovich, 
41; student Valeria Novgorod- 
skaya, 19; artist Viktor Kuz¬ 
netsov former Maj. Grisha 
Feign, 45, and others. All were 
involved in the dissident move¬ 
ment. 

Gen. Grigorenko, an engi¬ 
neer and former professor at 
Frunze Military Academy in 
Moscow (the Soviet Union’s 
equivalent of West Point), was 
cashiered from the army as a 
private in 1964 after he criti¬ 
cized Nikita Khrushchev’s 
“personality cult ” 

A Communist Party member 
for 40 years and holder of nu¬ 
merous decorations, including 


the Order of Lenin, Grigo- I 
renko subsequently earned his j 
living as a construction fore¬ 
man and later as a stevedore. 
But he also emerged as the 
leader of a tiny civil rights j 
movement in Moscow. 

Gave Eulogy 

He was arrested- in 1969 
shortly after he gave the pub¬ 
lic eulogy on the death of 
writer Alexei Kosterin in 
which he denounced the “to¬ 
talitarianism that hides be¬ 
hind the mask of so-called So- J 
,viet democracy.” 

After being held in various ; 
mental institutions, he was de¬ 
clared insane by a group of ex¬ 
perts at Serbski Institute. The 
group included three members 
of the Soviet Union’s Academy 
of Sciences, G.V. Morozov, 1 
Prof. V. M. Morozov and Prof. 

P. R. Lunts. 

Bukovsky, 28, who became a 
civil rights activist 12 years 
ago, was confined to a mental 
institution in 1963 for organiz¬ 
ing an illegal art exhibition. 
He was committed a second 
time after he organized a dem¬ 
onstration to protest the im¬ 
prisonment of writers Andrei 
Sinyavski and Yuli Daniel in 
1965. 

The forcible internment to 
mental institutions of poet 
and mathematician Alexander 
Yesenyin Volpin and biologist j 
Zhores Medvedev provoked 1 
widespread protest in Mos¬ 
cow’s intellectual community, 
and both men were subse- 1 
quently released. 

Medvedev’s confinement last 
year came after he completed i 
a book dealing with Soviet 
postal censorship and govern- j 
ment efforts to prevent Soviet j 
scientists from traveling 
abroad. 




Bukovsky Faces 7-Year Term 


Soviets Go After Dissidents

MOSCOW, April 2—Vladimg ^Bukov¬ 
sky, a writer and one of the SesGknown 
members of Moscow’s dwindling dissident 
community, faces a seven-year? prison term 
for “anti-Soviet agitation and propaganda’’ 
under Article 70 of the Russian Republic 
Criminal Code, dissident sources said to¬ 
day. 

Moscow observers said the serious 
charge suggests a major effort to crush 
the dissident movement here. It was the 
same charge brought in 1965 against An¬ 
drei Sinyavsky and Yuli Daniel, the 
writers whose trial and sentencing to 
seven-year and five-year prison terms be¬ 
came the keystone of subsequent Soviet 
dissent. 

Nuclear physicist Andrei Sakharov, 
founder of the unofficial Committee for 
Human Bights, demanded Bukovsky’s re¬ 
lease in a letter to Interior Minister Ni¬ 
kolai Shchelokov that circulated in Mos¬ 
cow today. He called Bukovsky’s arrest 
“unjustified.” The letter was written aft¬ 
er Bukovsky’s arrest but before the 
charge became known. Sakharov also ap¬ 
pealed for the release of protesters jailed 
or sent to psychiatric clinics last week¬ 
end. 

The physicist Valery Chalidze, a mem¬ 
ber of Sakharov’s human rights commit¬ 
tee, described in a separate document 
how his flat was searched Monday—the 
same time Bukovsky’s apartment was en¬ 
tered. He said KGB (secret police) agents
